Forgery ring operating in San Gabriel Valley 


One suspect, Cathy Carol Tims, 43, of Garden 
Grove, is in custody on a charge of forgery and 
two to three more suspects are involved in the 
forgery scheme, according to Detective John Cordischi 
of the Sierra Madre Police Department. 

Cordischi said that Tims is part of a forgery 
ring in the San Gabriel Valley who allegedly steal 
checks out of post office drop boxes and forge 
names on them before cashing them. Cordischi 


said that “a few thousand” dollars are involved. 

Sierra Madre received the case in April when one 
of the tellers at Sierra Madre Bank of America 
reported that clients were complaining that checks 
had been forged. Police found a woman’s driver’s 
license with a stolen cashier’s check and located 
the suspect last week. She was arrested in Garden 
Grove and “there was narcotics involvement,” 
Cordischi explained.

Economic Committee views possible parking

“We are an action committee. We can get 
things done,” Bob Oden, chairman of the Ad 
Hoc Economic Development Committee said last 
week. 

He added, “We can bring to the table 
some benefits.” 

The council-appointed committee is now zero¬ 
ing in on two specifics for now: the Design Review 
Committee’s potential and an East Baldwin retail 
merchant parking area. 

Gene Malone has completed the draft position 
paper concerning these two projects discussed at the 
May meeting. 

“The Design Review Committee (DRC) has 
potential to impact the opportunity for development 
in the business community. Either it should be 
given authority or it should be made purely an 
advisory, non-authoritative committee. 1 believe 
there should be a design review as part of the 


approval of building plans, permits, but that should 
be part of the city planning process, not an inde¬ 
pendent agency...There should be some control over 
aesthetics...! don’t want to see anothei layer of 
government. 1 just don’t want that to gel in the way 
of potential development,” Oden said. 

Concerning the recommendation for the East 
Baldwin retail merchant parking aea, it was sug¬ 
gested that this could be a CRA/properety owners’ 
project. 

The hope is to develop the east side of Baldwin 
Ave. in a strip from Montecito possibly as far 
south as Sierra Madre Blvd. The committee is 
looking into a process similar to the Mariposa 
Parking lot in which the property owners and 
city together were responsible for the con¬ 
struction. 

Such a parking lot would upgrade the area

Simpson needs financial help 
in caring for local cemetery

The founder of Sierra Madre, Nathaniel Carter, 
cared very much about this town. With an eye to 
the future he donated land in Kersting Ct. for a school- 
house and 2.39 acres on the east rim of Sierra Madre 
for a cemetary. Today that is our Sierra Madre 
Pioneer Cemetery. Little could Carter know back 
then that there would be someone like Sam Simpson. 

For 30 years Sam has given an untold number 
of volunteer hours in his devotion to the care and 
upkeep of this cemetery. His time and work are a 
living monument to Sam’s concern and caring for 
our community. 

There was a time when the place suffered serious 
neglect. The water bill hadn’t been paid in years 
and the City was about to turn off the water. In 1961 
the Sierra Madre Cemetery Association had obtained 
a charter to operate the cemetery. When Sam became 


chairman the venerable cemetery not only survived 
but today looks more attractive than ever. 

Money is always in short supply, says association 
Treasurer Martha Spriggs as she struggles to juggle 
gardener’s fees, water and refuse bills, insurance, 
etc., and all which edge up a little higher each year. 
The Association depends desperately on an annual 
appeal for funds to the community and to relatives 
of the deceased. Your donations are needed more 
than ever. 

Spriggs, whose home is nearby, opens the cemetery 
gates rach morning and locks them at night. Vandalism 
has been a very serious problem in past years. One 
year after a vandalism invasion headstones were 
found down on the playing field at Arcadia High 
School.

Today’s interest in the environment 
is motivating more Americans than 
ever before to recycle. Recycling is 
one important option in managing a 
community’s garbage. But it’s not the 
only option and recent research asks 
the question: does it make environmental 
and economic sense to recycle as much 
as possible? 

For material to be recycled, it 
must be processed and turned into a new 
product. The natural resources that 
are used to make these new products 
through recycling - things like oil and 
clean water - may be more valuable 
than the raw materials that were used 
to make the items in the first place. 

For instance, trucks that collect 
items at curbside and transport them 
to processing plants use gasoline and 
increase exhaust emissions. 

Some recyclables are being trans¬ 
ported across the country, or even 
abroad, to processing plants. 

According to a recent study, only 
25 percent of the cost of collection 
and processing is being recovered by the 
sale of recyclables in some areas. 

Safe options for managing our trash 
will always be needed. Even if we 
achieve the U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency’s national goal of re¬ 
cycling 25 percent of our garbage, 
by the year 2000 there still will be about 
150 million tons to handle safely every 
year.

AFTER HENRY 
Joan Didion 

“After Henry,” by Joan Didion, is a collec¬ 
tion of pieces done for The New York Review of 
Books and The New Yorker. It is divided into 
three major sections: “Washington” (as in D.C.), 
“California” (mostly the Los Angeles area), 
and “New York” (meaning New York City). In 
these pieces, Didion writes about some of the 
current newsworthy events of the time - roughly 
late 1980s-1990 - that impacted these major 
American centers, as well as the nation. 

However, Didion begins the book with a 
poignant (for her) piece, written as a personal

eulogy for editor and friend, Henry Robbins. 
Although Didion includes herself, at times, in 
her writing, she often portrays herself at an 
emotional distance, measuring her feelings care¬ 
fully and keeping a certain terseness in her lan¬ 
guage when revealing herself as a character in 
her nonfiction pieces. In “After Henry,” from 
which the book gains its title, and which, in turn, 
perhaps signifies her switch from Farrar, Straus 
and Giroux to Simon and Schuster, Didion re¬ 
veals introspective personal details about her¬ 
self, her life and her relationship with Robbins. 
In so doing, her writing sheds the analytical dis¬ 
tance 1 sometimes find in her style. Instead, a 
certain personal warmth opened up in the Ian- 


guage, revealing more of Didion the person, 
not Didion the reporter. 

The rest of the collection reflects her tho¬ 
rough research, deep analysis, and insistent 
probing for larger meaning and the impact on 
society that she normally puts into her political 
pieces. While acutely insightful and, at times, 
profound, Didion’s use of burdensomely-long 
sentences, full of “large-mouthed” words and 
ideas (that is, words and ideas with so much 
meat to them, the mind has trouble “chewing” 
that much over at once), makes for difficult 
reading and distracts from her poetic use of 
language.

Movies have not been made lately at the cemetery 
as they were in the past. A popular one was Hitchcock’s 
“Family Plot” which is now on video. That income 
enabled Sam to have a sprinkler system installed 
four years ago. Film director Blake Edwards still 
sends an annual donation. The return of filming 
would be most welcome. 

In a labor of love and for all these years, Sam 
makes constant visits to the cemetery to check things 
and doing what needs to be done. He is also there 
before every burial supervising the preparation of the 
grave site and is there to see that everything is done 
after, such as the sealer being placed on the grave. 
He also makes certain the place is looking its best 
in time for the annual memorial service to honor our 
war dead conducted there by our Harry L. Embree 
VFW Post 3208. 

The public is invited to attend the service this 
year on Memorial Day, May 31,11 a.m. Attendance 
has been growing each year, says VFW Commander 
Jack Wolfe. They set out 60 chairs last year and there 
were still a number of standees. Wolfe has started 
the practice of asking local churches to participate. 
Last year the Congregational Church Choir, this 
year it will be St. Rita’s Music Ministry. American 
flags are placed on the graves of all veterans and 
there are veterans, both men and women, going back 
to the Civil War. The first cemetery burial was John 
Richardson, a Civil War Vet, in 1884. There is one 
Confederate soldier, a Mr. Corum, and a special 
Confederate flag is ordered for his grave. 

Members of 12 of Sierra Madre’s pioneer 
families are buried here. All told there are over 
3000 burials and there are no more lots to be sold. 
It has been suggested that a memorial wall be con¬ 
structed on one side of the site as a place for ashes 
of the deceased. The association is considering 
this. 

Along with Sam and Spriggs, members of the 
association are Barbara Cline, Secretary, Florence 
Brooks, Nell D’Arcy, Rev. Spencer and Mrs. Betty 
Edwards, Cherie Leighton, Henry Picinisco, Paul 
and Ruth Tate. The Tates, lost a daughter, Barbara, 
who is buried in the cemetery. They have donated 
plants and money in her memory. Other members 
have also donated from time to time. 

Carter selected a very special site for his town 
cemetery. It is oak studded and rustic with a beautiful 
view of the mountains. We like to say it is a lovely 
place to rest for a few minutes or forever. Sam has 
made certain that it is that.

This Sunday we 
celebrate Pentecost, the 
season of the Holy Spirit 
in the church calendar. 
What is the Holy Spirit? 
The Holy Spirit, the 
third Person of the Trini¬ 
ty, is God present with us 
for comfort and 
strength, also called the 
Spirit of Christ. 

Various gifts of the 
Holy Spirit are listed in 
the 12th chapter of 1 
Corinthians: wisdom, 
knowledge, faith, heal¬ 
ing, miracles, prochecy, 
discernment of spirits, 
speaking in tongues, and 
the interpretation of 
tongues-speaking. 

Even though Paul lists 
these nine gifts of the 
Holy Spirit, some Christ¬ 
ian folk concentrate on 
just one of the gifts and 
use it almost like a litmus 
test for true faith: speak¬ 
ing in tongues. Clearly, 


this is a wonderful gift to 
claim, but we must not 
overlook the other eight 
gifts or deprecate them 
in any way. 

Biblically, a faithful 
Sunday School teacher, a 
member of the church’s 
Finance Committee or 
someone who is part ot 
the church’s Prayer 
Chain is just as spirit- 
filled as the Christian 
who can speak in 
tongues at the drop of a 
hat. 

Paul said that he 
would rather speak 10 
words with understand¬ 
ing than a thousand 
words in an unknown 
tongue. Just a thought. 
One more thought: could 
there be other gifts of the 
Holy Spirit than even the 
ones listed by Paul? 

May God bless you to 
identify and grow your 
own spiritual gift. Wor¬ 
ship with us this Sunday 
and find a friend!

“Alone Together,” by 
Lawrence Roman, cur¬ 
rently at the Pasadena 
Playhouse, is an ex¬ 
tremely likable play, 
partly because it looks at 
the younger generation 
from the standpoint of 
the 50-plus (even as you 
and I? ). It’s always 
satisfactory to have 
one’s own opinion sup¬ 
ported. It is also truly 
funny, and an objective 
view of one’s difficulties 
is therapeutic. It also has 
possible solutions to of¬ 
fer, always welcome. It is 
not a new play, but the 
problem it presents has 
been around a few years 
and will probably not be 
immediately solved. 

George and Helene 
Butler are two nice, well- 
to-do people who live in 
Brentwood and who 
have a traditional fami¬ 
ly, Mom at home taking 
care of Dad and the three 
boys. Dad as the bread¬ 
winner and general sup¬ 


port. One of the sons is 
now a young assistant 
professor at MIT, 
another is married and 
living in Dallas, and, as 
the curtain rises, we see 
them sending their 
youngest off to Seattle to 
college. And while they 
love their children dear¬ 
ly, they are very glad to 
have scattered them so 
widely. Deep sigh! Now 
they are alone together 
for practically the first 
time in 30 years and the 
prospect is enchanting. 
Now Mon can follow her 
artistic bent and Dad can 
arrange the leisure to 
travel—life has become 
perfect. 

Guess again—or as the 
kids say-“NOT! ” 

Within a few hours, 
the MIT professor, hav¬ 
ing become a homesick 
little boy, is back and 
very soon they have a 
frustrating houseful and 
a heavy case of deja vu. 

What has caused the

disintegration of their 
plans? Where did they go 
wrong? How can they 
solve their children’s 
dilemmas? How can they 
keep their sanity? 

A free-spirited young 
woman who happens by 
suggests some answers, 
some fanciful and some 
right on. And the peren¬ 
nial problem of where a 
loving parent’s respon¬ 
sibility ends is discussed 
in terms not only 
humorous but enlighten¬ 
ing. 

Nancy Dussault and 
Nicolas Pryor, veterans 
of Broadway and TV, 
play the beleagured 
Butlers with Mary 


Ginsberg, Spencer Gar¬ 
rett, and John Allee as 
their sons and Shawn 
Modrell as an appealing 
waif. As usual at the 
Playhouse, all are ex¬ 
cellent. 

There is a handsome 
set by Gary Wiseman 
(It’s a little puzzling, 
though. I’d like to see a 
floor plan of that house.) 

And best of all, there 
is some terrific direction. 
The play is very talky, 
but you’d never know. 
David Galligan has kept 
logical acting going on 
practically all the time, 
often contributing con¬ 
siderably to the plot and 
the amusement. 


Lawrence Roman was 
criticised by some critic 
on a New York paper for 
writing situation comedy 
more suitable for the TV 
screen than the stage. 
Not if you like it 
live—certainly not if you 
are fond of the best in 
situation comedy, where 
the preaching, however, 
pointed, is gentle and 
full of laughs.

Cynthia Hallett, who 
is head of policy and 
program development 
for the Los Angeles 
County Tobacco Control 
Program, said that each 
year 434,000 Americans 
die from tobacco related 
diseases and another 300 
non-smokers die from 
lung cancer due to ex¬ 
posure to environmental 
tobacco smoke or smoke 
from someone else’s 
cigarette. 

Also taking part in the 
ceremony were Jeanie 
Van Amen, Santa Anita 
Fashion Park marketing 


director; Diane Naft¬ 
zger, general manager; 
and Joe Ciraulo, Ar¬ 
cadia mayor. 

Speakers explained 
that Penneys was the 
first store in the mall to 
go smoke-free and was 
soon followed by the 
other two major depart¬ 
ment stores, Robin¬ 
sons—May and Broad¬ 
way. 

“With most of our 
department stores having 
no-smoking policies, we 
felt that by having the 
mall smoke-free we’d be 
enhancing their efforts 
to make our shopping 
environment comfort¬ 
able and healthy,” said 
Naftzger.

Councilman Bob 
Margett was on the los¬ 
ing side of a 4-1 vote to 
approve a $2.8 million 
bid from Merco Con¬ 
struction to build Fire 
Station No. 2 at the cor¬ 
ner of Baldwin and San¬ 
ta Anita at last week’s 
meeting of the Arcadia 
City Council. 

Margett pointed out 
that in light of the 
firefighters volunteering 
to put pay increases on 
hold this was not a good 
request to make at this 
time. 

In other action, the 
council voted 5-0 to con¬ 
tract with Pasadena 
Humane Society for 
animal control services. 
The city has contracted 
with the County of Los 
Angeles for this service 
since 1958. The change 
will be for a one-year 
pilot period. 

On a 3-2 vote, with 
Councilmen Robert Har- 
bicht and Margett in op¬ 
position, the council 


adopted an ordinance to 
increase the Uniform 
Transient Occupancy 
Tax, often called a “bed 
tax,” from eight to 10 
percent. 

The council also voted 
5-0 to declare a public 
nuisance and order to 
abate property located at 
19 Lucille and 
unaminously approved 
for introduction an or¬ 
dinance establishing fees 
for residential, commer¬ 
cial and industrial uses to 
fund the city’s source 
reduction and recycling 
element of the County 
Integrated Waste 
Management Plan. The 
latter action would in¬ 
clude a $40,235 fee for 
Santa Anita Park, which 
generates 20 percent of 
the city’s waste stream. 

Acting as the Arcadia 
Redevelopment Agency, 
the council approved a 
designer resale shop in 
downtown Arcadia and 
agreed to join Alhambra 
in litigation against the 
State of California regar- 


ding redevelopment 
agencies and the pay¬ 
ment of taxes. If, for 
whatever reason, the 
agencies do not pay the 
required taxes the county 
auditor/controller would 
take that amount from 
the city’s property taxes 
and transfer it to the 
County Educational 
Revenue Augmentation 
Fund. These monies 
would then be forward¬ 
ed to the schools in that 
county, relieving the 
state of its requirement 
to fund the schools. Ar¬ 
cadia’s share to finance 
the litigation is $410. 

Joe Cork, representing 
the 1992 Festival of 
Bands Committee, 
thanked the city council 
for its support of the an¬ 
nual band review, and 
the council presented a 
certificate to Ron Mor¬ 
ris, the Arcadia High 
School teacher whose ad¬ 
vanced placement 
government students 
won national competi¬ 
tion on the Bill of 
Rights.
